Motion for New Trial 


When Judge Brown ascended

Fairall and Gehririg & AVyman 
of counsel for the prisoner were 
present, while District. Attorney 
William H. Donahue and- Assist- 
ant District Attorney W. H.. L. 
Hynes were on hand to look after 
the prosecution's interests.

men's Clubs of Tennessee.

"Men will never bo cast aside for 
women. 


"Personally, I prefer a voter to. a iote. 


Man has always been pre-eminent.

believe he will continue to be so in the 
futxire. 


"We hear little of suffrage in Tennes- 


see. 
In truth, I believe the women of 


the South are not nearly as keen on suf- 
frage as tha women of the North. 


CAUSES UNHAPPINESS, 


"There is no doubt that suffrage 1s 


causing a great unrest among women. 


"This I have observed from the tre- 


mendous quantity of literature being 
published oh'the subject, and from talks 
:with scores of women. But I believe suf- 
frage -will not bring happiness to women. 
Way down deep in every -woman's breast 
she has a sneaking idea of wanting to 
please some man. She certainly will not 
please him if she competes with him in 
politics.

Haytlen capital from hla feet as soon as 
hia mission was finished. On his arrival 
Captain Arens said positively that Gen- 
eral Ciprlano Castro had not been either 
one of the crew or a passenger on the 
Consul G-rostuck on the voyage from Jtaij'. 
He nald: 


"The Consul Grostuclc was in awful 


shanp. Her funnels were rusted away at 
their base and her guns were well nigh 
useless.

The -beginning of the- affray was the 


result of an argument between Darillp 
Hernandez, an insurrecto soldier, 
and 


Dolores Martinez, street commissioner of 
Juarez, in front of Martinez' residence. 
When .Martinez requested Hernandez to

desist 
from 
his argument, Hernandez \ 


openecl fire upon him with a pistol. Mar- 
tinez ran into his residence, securing; a 
rifle and shooting Hernandez'through the 
hea.3, killing him 'Instantly. 
Martinez 
was wounded and another insurrecto was 
shot fatally. 
Comrades of Hernandez climbed upon 


the roof of the garrison building, near 
by, and opened hot fire upon the Marti- 
nez residence, which was returned by a 
detachment of'police who had appeared 
upon the scene. About fifty shots were 
fired before General Blanco, . who was 
summoned, was able to quell the disor- 
der.

The explanation Is that 
typhoid fever' kills rnany Japanese and

Alden Andersons Challenge. 


Former Superintendent of Banking Alden Anderson, who Has 


just returned from Europe, makes two statements in regard to the 
Bank of Shasta, which was closed by order of the State Superinten- 
dent of Banking, that challenge public, attention. They do more, 
they challenge the financial acumen and'good faith of Mr^Williams, 
who succeeded Mr. Anderson as Superintendent of Banking. 


Mr. Anderson says the Bank of Shasta would have overcome its 


difficulties had it been permitted to continue business three months 
longer. Mr. Anderson also declares that if he is permitted to take 
charge of the bank's affairs even now he will guarantee to make its. 
assets pay all the liabilities in full. , If he can do that he will confer 
a great benefit on both depositors and the debtors of the bank. 
; 


When the Bank of Shasta was closed by Superintendent Wil- 


liams the charge was sent out that the bank's affairs had been.gross- 
ly mismanaged with the knowledge and consent of Mr. Anderson, 


' then the head of the State's banking department; that, in fact, it 


had been virtually looted, and that Mr. Anderson had wilfully _neg- 
lected to take steps to protect the bank's depositors and creditors. 
This charge was taken up by the Lincoln-Roosevelt League organs 
and circulated to the extent of their ability; Mr. Anderson was ac- 
cused of official misfeasance and even threatened with criminal pros- 
ecution. In short, the Bank of Shasta was made a political issue and 
its muddled affairs the subject of acrimonious discussion from 'an 
extremely partisan and prejudiced standp9int. Strenuous endeavors 
were made to show that Mr. Anderson .betrayed his trust from un 
-worthy motives. 
" 
. 


At the time Mr. Anderson, who had just been legislated, out of 


office, was in Europe and therefore not in a position to defend him- 
self, 'lie announced, however, that he would shortly return and 
prove the charges brought against him to be unfounded and unjust. 
'Now he is back home, and the Bank of Shasta has received his first 
attention. From Redding he issues the statement that the bank 
would have been all right if its doors had not been summarily closed 
and that even now he can make it pay out if allowed to manage it; 
affairs. 
The first statement is a broad intimation that the .bank was 


wrecked to serve a political purpose and furnish a justification for 
legislating Mr. Anderson out of office; that it was pursuant to a 
design to cloud his good name and impeach his official rectitude. 


As to the responsibility for the bank's'condition THE TRIB- 


UNE has no opinion to offer. As to Mr. Anderson's ability to make 
the bank pay its obligations we do have an opinion. He offers to 
guarantee this result. His offer should be accepted, for his guar- 
antee is good. Mr. Anderson is a successful business man, and has 
had an extended experience in handling large enterprises. He had 
proved his capacity as a banker and manager of business enterprises 
before he was appointed Superintendent of Banking. His honor was 
never assailed till the Bank of Shasta was closed, and his standing^ in 
the financial world is of the highest. Among bankers his integrity 
and capacity are unquestioned. When he says he can do a. thing the 
men who know him best and are best informed 'in regard to the task 
he assumes have confidence in his assertion. They will lend their 
assistance and moral support to his effort to liquidate the bank with- 
out loss to either depositors or creditors. 


It is worth a trial. That Mr. Anderson was unjustly attacked 


in this matter is beyond doubt, and it is due him as well as to those 


- financially interested in the bank that he be given a fair opportunity 


to retrieve the institution from bankruptcy. 
Liquidating a bank is 


an operation calling for financial acumen and business capacity, for' 
the interests of both creditors and debtors can be sacrificed by im- 
prudent action. Both parties are best served' by getting all that, it 
is possible to get out of the assets; both can be injured by sacrificing 
the assets in order to hasten liquidation. 


What has come over our engaging friend, Chester Herodias 


Rowel'.? He is getting to be as sober as a collie at a bench show,' 
and writes with a sedate rega'rd for 'facts and reason that is truly 
remarkable. This subordination of sound to sense .is commendable 
and excites our profound admiration. The Fresno Republican has 
ceased to laud La Follette and gird at President Taft. 
It no longer 


treats the President as a pickpocket who should be suspiciously 
watched if not handed over to the police. On the contrary, it 
speaks of him in terms of respect, admiration even; and indicates 
that it will support him for re-election.

rica consist of a territory three times as 
'.arse as the republic Itself.

enous population of this vast domain,

ern .Babel was conducted until recently,

NEW YORK, July 24.—Most of the sa- 


crets of the war between the American 
Sugar Reifining Company and its rivals 
were expected to be unearthed today 
when a substitute cpmmlttea- of trie cqrt- 
grssslpnai cornmltteei which "is Investi- 
gating the alleged sugar trust went to 
New "Platz, N. Y., to take the testimony 
of John Arbuckle, for many years a vig- 
orous rival of the Havemeyerg. Mr. Ar- 
buckle is an old and feeble man and his 
physicians said he could not stand a 
trip to this city to give testimony. The 
committee is anxious to find out from 
,Mr. Arbuckle whether the. long and bit-

pany was ended without an agreement 
or whether both aides liy common con- 
sent decided to lot each other alone.

SPRECKELS RESUMES.

himself. 
He said: 


"We had a surplus product "last year 


and the price in San Francisco was sixty 
to seventy points higher than in New 
York. 
I shipped "the sugar by .a; steamer 


"around the Horn and on its arrival there 
was' approached" by William Haas, of a 
firm of wholesaler grocers, who wanted 
to purchase the entire shipment, but I 
•refused.

shipment consisted of from 30,000 


to 4.0,000 barrels and when I' offered' to 
sell it' at 12 to ,i5 points under the

ket the grocers refused to buy it, as they

WASHINGTON, July 24.—One of 
the 


most 
ini'portant 
questions confronting 


government heads concerns the policy 
of operating the Panama canal. 
The 
great ditch is being rushed to comple- 
tion faster than it has been possible to 
rush Congress to a. sense of the neces- 
sity for providing laws and regulations 
relating. to the maintenance and opera- 
tion -well In advanca of its opening to 
commerce. 


It Is now too late for Congress to take 


action at the present session, but If mi 
ters do not crystallize next winter the 
delay will be calamitous. Happily, how- 
ever, there is a promise of action at the 
regular session, which will not be en- 
tirely too late. 


A year ago, President Taft began prod- 


ding 
leaders In Congress to get busy 


with problems that in their peculiar way 
are even more Important than the work 
of construction. On January 1, 1916, ac- 
cording to the existing- law, the President 
of tho United States is to ash for the 
assembling of the fleets of the world 
In I-Iampton roads. 
After certain cere- 


monies have been gone through with the 
fleets are to pass through .the Panama 
canal on their way to San Francisco. 


If anything happened BO that the fleets 
were . delayed In going through, '.Colonel 
Goethals pointed out to the commission 
the Panama canal would be damned; and 
to guard against
